Group II. Claims 8 and 9, drawn to a method of loading a wafer container into a process 

station, classified in class 414, subclass 805. 

Applicant hereby provisionally elects the following named claims: 

Group I. Claims 1-7 and 10-16, drawn to drawn to a wafer container conveying apparatus. 

The Action also identifies three different species within the claims of Group I: 

Species A. A vertical conveyor comprising screws (Claims 4 and 13, Figure 16); 
Species B. A vertical conveyor comprising hydraulic cylniders (Claims 5 and 14); and 
Species C. A vertical conveyor comprising a suction device (Claims 7 and 16, Figures 19 
and 20). 
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Applicant provisionally elects Species A.
